nia CoustitutioD is the following by 
Mr. Wi-ikes, of Nevada county, ac- 
knowledging the dependence of tbe 
people upon God and allegiance as 
citizens to God and the State as one.

We the People of the State of Cali- 


fornia declare: 


That God, being the author of or- 


der aud law, is tbe final umpire of all 
government; that He delegates au- 
thority to the people to frame, amenc 
or chdugu its form, according to iheir 
nuceSHities and thu principles of jus- 
tice; i hut He clothes them with power 
to enforce it; that he holds eacb anc 
all responsible for the use or abuse o 
such delegated power; that, in this 
coiineciicm, allegiance to God and to 
the State are one. 
And upon these 


fundamental truths we establish thii 
Constitution.

TUB HOWARD ASSOCIATOS. 


The Howard Association of New 


Orleans, of which we now hear so 
much, is an organization incorporated 
under the laws of the Ptate of Louis- 
iana. It was first incorporated in 
1842 for a period of twenty-five years, 
and was remoorporated in 1867 for a 
further period of twenty-five years. 
It is authorized to bold real estate to 
the amount of 8300,000, and its object 
is "to relieve destitute and sick in 
periods of epidemics." The number 
if active members is limited to thirty, 
und the Treasurer must give bonds 
for the faithful performance of his 
duties. 
Any member who refuses to 


perform, without sufficient 
cause, 


any of the duties assigned him by 
the President, has, upon motion and 
a vote of the majority, his name 
stricken from the roll of mo'abarsbip. 
Daring the period of epidemic* reg- 
ular meetings are held every Monday 
night for the transaction of business 
or election'of members, and relief 
meetings are held every night. No 
member is allowed to supply, or to 
fi'l any order drawn by himself for 
account of the association, from his 
own business establishment, for gro- 
ceries, provisions or medicine, or any 
other article required to be given in 
the relief of tho siok and poor. 
The 


Howard Associations in other cities 
are similar to that in New Orleans, 
and in times of epidemic all labor to- 
gether against the common enemy. 
How they have BO labored and what 
noble work they have done the dis- 
patches from the yellow fever dis- 
tricts show every day.
